Thought T could not pitch upon a more 
ſeaſonable Junttrore to expoſe the fol- 
lowing Memoirs to Publick View, than 
this, when the Differences betwixt the two 
Houſes of Denmark and Holſtein Gottorp 
( which- make up a conſiderable part of 
them) are likely to kindle a War in the 
North.

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Countries. To repreſent to the Reader 
the- whole Matter in Conteſt berwixe 
thoſe two Houſes, in as full a View asthe 
Bulk of this Treatiſe would admit of ; [I 
thought it abſolutely requiſite to trace the 
very Original of thoſe Differences, which 
make ſo much Noiſe in the World at pre- 
ſent, as in the IntroduCtion, I- have endea- 
voured to ſhew the ſteps that were made 
towards that Revolution, which was the 
Conſequence of that War, which redyc- 
ed the Kingdom of Depmark to the 'very 
brink of deſtruQtion, the EfteQs of which, 
it is ſenſible of to this day. 

For the reſt, there are three different 
Inftances+ in this Treatiſe of the Miſchiefs 
which always are the unavoidable Conſe» 
quences of inteſtine Diviſions.

by it, were to involve the Kingdom mto 
ſuch Troubles, as had almoſt prov'd fatal 
to it, and ended in the Total Ruine of 
their ſo much admired Greatneſs. = 
On the other hand, the Commonalty of 
Hamborouzh, not contented with a reaſon- 


2ble Share ( allotted them by the funda- 
NE, - mentaz 
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meatab Conſtitution .of that Common- 
wealth ) in the Management of the Go- 
vernment, were for clipping the. Senates

Conſequences of which were, that finding 
themſelves I'd in unſurmountable 
Difficulties, they furniſh'd a fair Oppor- 
tunity, for the Deviſþ King to renew his 
old Pretenſions ( which, to confels the 


Truth, are none of the worſt) and to 


back them with Fire and Sword ; The 
iflue of it was, that the Miſchief fell upon 
the heads of thoſe, who had been the 
Chief occaſion of it; tho? at the ſame time 
the remainders of thoſe Diſſentions are not 
rooted out to this day, and conſequently 
the ſame Danger attends them- So certain 
it 1s, that whenever the Foundation-ſtone, 
upon which the Frame of the Govern- 
meat 1s built, is either removed or weak- 
ned, the Structure mult of neceſſity fall, 
be it ſoon or late. | 

I need not enlarge my ſelf much upon 
the Third, which are the Differences be- 
twixt Denmark and Holſtein Gottorp, the 
EffeQts of it have made too much Noiſe in 
our Age, as not to be remembred : What 
advantage did Frederick the preſent Duke 
of Holſtein's Grandfather get, by firſt re- 
moving the Foundation-ſtone of the an- 


tient 
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tient Unions betwixt thoſe two Families, 
in ſiding with Sweden againſt Denmark? 
Beſides the devaltations of his Territories 
during that War with Swedez, which had 
almoſt prov'd fatal to Denmark; his Son 
Chriſtian Albert paid dearly for the ſo 
much coveted Title of Soveraign, being 
forc'd to live in Exile for near fourteen 
Years together ; whilſt the Houfe of Den- 
mark raiſed vait Sums out of his Domi- 
nions, to make themſelves ſome Amends 
for what they had ſuffer d by his Father's 
ſiding with their Enemy ; tho' it muſt be 
confels'd on the other hand, that this was 
a ſlender Recompenſe for the Loſs of fo 
many fair Provinces, wherewith' they 
were forc'd to buy their Peace from the 
Swedes : A remarkable Inſtance of what 
Danger attends thoſe Alterations in a State, 
which ſtrike at the root of its Confſtitu- 
tion, the determination of the Differences 
begun and continued for near fifty years 
ago, being but now, 1n all likelihood, 

left to the longeſt Sword.

So, Denmark, may contend for Antiquity with 
any of the other Northern Monarchies ; tho' 
for want of Authentick Records amongſt thoſe 
Barbarous Nations, their firſt Origin and the 
Great Decds of their Monarchs are buried in 
Oblivion, Frotho III. is Famous among the an- 
tient Northern Monarchs, who Reign'd ſome 
time before our Saviour's Birth, and Stil'd him- 
ſelf King of Denmark, Sweden; Norway, En-

Great Nephew the Emperour Hen y, Sir-nam d 
the Fowlcr. 

As to the Succeſſion of the Earls of Olden- 
burgh before they were advanced to the Royal 
Dignity, it is to be obſery'd, that one Hajo, 
deſcended from the Dukes of F-1ſta, married 
Rixa the Danghter of Yobn Earl of Oluenburgh, 
Great Grandſon of Walpertizs, who was Son of 
Wigbert the Son of the 'aboyementioned D1ke 
Wutekind, This Hajo had by his Wife Rixa, 
an onely Son, call'd Elimarus, who after the 
Deceaſe of Frederick his Couſin German, be- 
came Earl of Oldenbureh. He was ſucceeded 
by Elimarus I]. his Son, and had for his Snc- 
celior Chriſtian, Famous for his Bravery, eſpe- 
cially in his Wars againſt Ferry, Sir-nam'd the 
Lion, EleCtor of Saxony. After him was Earl 
of Oldenburgh, Chriſtian his eldeſt Son, who be- 
ing murther'd as he was Travelling to Jeruſa- 
tem, having no Iſſue, was ſucceeded by Aarrice 
his younger Brother. This Earl retiring into a 
Monaſtery, lefc the Earllom to his Eldeſt Son 
Otho; who, dying likewiſe without Iſſue, was 
ſucceeded by Chriſtian Il. his third Brother, the 
Second being a Canon of Cologne and Bremen, 
After his Death, John his eldeſt Son, was Earl 
of Oldenburgh and Delmenhorſt, After his Death, 
Conrade his onely Son, was Farl of bagh the 
beforementioned Earldoms, who was ſuc&eded 
by his eldelt Son Aavrice ; but he leaving. only 
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two Daughters Eehind him, the Succeſſion to 
both thoſe Earidoms was devolv'd to Theodorich. 
the Eldeſt Son ot Conraz'?, by a ſecond Advyen-

After his Death, Jelm, his third Son ( the #** Jotn- 
two eldeſt being dead before ) was declared 
King of Denmark and Norway, and not long 
aftcr, likewiſe of Sweder, but was forced to 
hight for the Poſſeſſion of it with Steen Seure , 
who headed a ſtrong Party againſt him, which 
War was finiſhed at. laſt to his Advantage. 
He alſo divided the Dukedom of Holſtein with

He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt Son Chriſtian 
II. 1n the Kingdoms of Denmark and Norway, 
who, like his Fathcr, was oblig'd to Contend 
for the Crown of Sweden with Steen Sture , 
Regent of tiiat Kingdom; who being at lait 
ſlain in an Engagement, King Chriſtian exercis'd 
great Cruelties againſt his Heirs and Adhe- 
rents, whoſe Eſtates, he beltowed npon the 
Danes and. other Foreigners, being back'd by 
Guſtave Trolle, the then Archbiſhop of Sweden, 
which ſo exaſperated the Swedes, that as ſoon 


as they underſtood that the Jurlanders were in

'It was under the Reign of this King the 
Daniſh Nobility made the greateſt ſtep covards 
that Geandeur they attain'd to afterwards, 
which at laſt prov'd their Ruin by that Re- 
markable Revolution, which happened in that 
Kingdom within theſe forty Years. For, thc 
Daniſh Nobility being grown Rich with the 
Spoils they had made-in Sween during the U- 
nion of the Northern Crowns under one Head, 
laid hold of this Opportunity ; after they had 
withdrawn themſelves from the Obedicnce- of 
Chriſtian II. to Aſſert their pretended Right of 
Election, and, whilſt Chriftias and Fredrick, 
were conteniding for the Crown, to preſcribe 
ſuch Rules to the laſt, as to advance their owa 
Power, both above the Royal Prerogatives and

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the other Eſtates. king Fredrick, I. was by all 
underſtanding People look'd upon as a Prince 
who had a greater Share of Piety than Policy, 
when he ſuffered the Reformation of Luther to 
be introducd in that Kingdom, at a time, 
when the Nobllity were already overgrown in 
Riches and Power ; it being evident, that, the 
Power of the Biſhops and Prelates, who hi- 
therto had kept up in ſome meaſure the Eal- 
lance, being faln with their Revenues, this 
mult needs be the greateſt Step that could be 
made by the Nobility, towards the advan- 
cing themſelves not only far beyond the Clergy, 
but alſo above the other Eſtates. It is eaſily to 
be imagin'd, that, the Royal Prerogatives be- 
ing once brought into ſo narrow Bounds as 
they were, and the Clergy's Authority in a man- 
ner quite aboliſh'd, the Corporations alone were 
not able to reliſt long againſt thoſe, who fit 
ting at the Helm, had the Chicf Management 
of all *Aﬀairs o: Moment, and the Peaſantry, 
having for the moſt part an entire Dependence 
on the Nobility, as being partly their Tenants 
partly their Vallals, were not in a Condition of 
making ſo much as the leaſt Shew of Reſiſt- 
ance againſt thoſe, who were their Lords and 
Maſters. Thus indeed thg Name of the four 
antient Eſtates of Denmark, ta wit, the o- 
bility, Clergy, Citizens, and Peaſants remain'd , 
whilſt all the Authority and Power was effe- 
Etually lodg'd in the Firſt, which in the ſuc- 
ceeding Reigns did encreaſe to ſuch a degree, 
as prov'd intolerable to the other Eſtates, and 
brought the whole Kingdom to the very brink 
of Deſtruftion, as we ſhall have occaſion to 
ſhew hereafter, 2 9 Os 
2 10g 
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King Fredrick 1. dying in the Year 1533, was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt Son Chriſtian III. bur 
not without Great Oppolition from Chriſtopher 
Earl of Ol-enbirgh and the Lubeckers,, who be- 
ing back'd by ſeveral Provinces, and eſpecially 
by the Biſhops, left no ſtoneanturn'd to reſtore 
!i.ins Chriſtian Il. (then a Priſoner in the Ca- 
tle 6f Calenburgh) to the Throne ; but with 
the Aiſliltance-of Guſtave King of Swcden, and 
of the Daniſh Nobility, he overcame thoſe 
Difficulties, and after he had made himſclt 
Maſter of Copenhagen (the Capital City of De1- 
mark) he depoſed the Biſhaps, and eltabliſhd 
the Proteſtant Religion according to the Do- 
frine of Luther, upon the ſame Foundation, 
which remains to this day in Denmark. . 

The Nobility in the mean while were very 
careful to lay hold of this Opportunity to en- 
creaſe their Power, to ſuch a degree, that not 
only the whole Senate of the Kingdom, and 
all the other Great Offices of the Court were 
in their Poſſeſſion, bur alſo did claim a Right to 
a] the ret of any Moment, and a Priviledge 
to he conſulted with all in the Diſpoſing of all 
Oflices of Truſt or Profit, tho' to be given to 


Fw. Noblemen, Nay they did not ſtick here; for 


Wy 
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they claimed *a Prerogative, and aftually exer- 
cis'd th2 ſame, of Appointing Magiſtrates in 
moſt Cities of the Kingdom, and by Depri- 
ving the reſt of the Eſtates (both Citizens 
and Clergymen } of their Rights of purchaſing 
any Lands, had brought them under an entire 
Subjeftion, They had carried Matters to ſuch 


a pitch, that if by Mortgaging or otherwiſe, 
any Lands happened to fall into a Commoner's 
hands, he was oblig'd by a yearly publick Pro- 

| | clamation 
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clamation to proffer them to Sale to the No- 
bility , - upon the fame Terms as he was poſ- 
ſeſs'd of them. It is very natural Co imagine, - 
that thereby the Citizetis and Peaſants were 
forced to depend on them, as the Poſleſſion. of 
the Lands of the Kingdom entitling them to the 
Rights of Patronages, the Clergy was fain for 


'the moſt part, to dance after their Pipe. 


They continued to play the ſame Game un- 
der the Reign of his Son and Succeſſor, Fre- . hep 
drick, 1Il- who being a mild Prince, and en- OY 
tangled in a War with Sweden, and the Dit- 
marfians was not in a Condition to oppoſe their 
encroaching Power. 

He dying in the Year 1588, was ſucceeded _ 
by his Son Chriſtian IV. who being A Braye Eviſtanly, 
and reſolute Prince, made ſome ſteps towards 


. redrelling the Grievances, occaſioned by the 


over-grown Power cf the Nobility, after he 

had made an Honourable Peace with the Swedes, 

who were forced to redeem Calmar and Elf. 7: dif 
pointed in 18 


burgh with Money. But being made General of 5: 


the Circle of the lower Saxony, he was unfortu- cupping the 
nately entangled in the Civil Wars of Germany ; 22 & te 
and having receiv'd a Signal Overthrow near ” 
Kings-Luttern, ſaw himſelf reduc'd under a Ne- 
celiity of making the beſt Terms he could with 
the Imperialiſts, in the Year 1629. This Diſ- 
grace having broken all his meaſures at home, 
the Nobility, who dreaded his Courage, were 
for thwarting his Deſigns upon all Occaſions, 
eſpecially by exempting themſelves as much as 
poſſibly could be from Taxes and other Bur- 
thens, which conſequently falling altogether 
upon the Commons, who were not alone in a 
Condition to provide for the Security of the 
King. 
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Kingdom, this encnurag'd the Swedes, then 


fluſh'd with taeir Viftories in Germary, to fall 
with an Army firſt into Holſtein and Jutland, 


| andafterwards into Schoner, in the Year 1642, 
with ſuch Succeſs, that they had likely to ' 


have endangered the whole Kingdom, it the 
Danes, Chietly by the extraordinary Valour of 
their King, had not made hard Shift to defend 
themſelves, till by the Mediation of France, a 
Peace was concluded in the Year 1645, at Bo- 
ſembro, by Vertue of which the Danes were 
forced to ſurrender Gothland, Oejcl, and Jem- 
pterland to the Swedes; and the Hollanders, who 
had aſliſted the Swedes with Ships, took tis 


Opportunity to regulate the Toll of the Sound, 


which they lower'd to one Moiety of what ir 
was before, according to the Daniſh Book of 
Rates, made ſome Years before; ſo that what 
with this, and the Loſles. of the unfortunate 
Wars with the Emperonr and the Swedes, this 
King, who died in the Year 1648, left Things 
in great Confulion, 
The Calamities of theſe two unſucceſsful 
- Wars, being Chiefly attributed to the Nobili- 
"ty, who had the Management of all Affairs of 
Moment, they were ſo far from abating any 
thing of their Pretenſions, that, they ſought 
for nothing more than a fair Opportunity to 
enlarge them. It is to be obſerv'd, that King 
Chriſtiaz IV. had married ſeveral of his Daugh- 
ters by. a ſecond Adventure to ſome of the 
Chicteſt of the Daniſh Nobility, thereby to link 
thom the more firm to his Intereſt, which 
rov'd quite contrary to his ExpeCtations. For, 
t! eſe being ſtrengthened by this Alliance, were 
jor Excluding Fredrick, II, ſecond Son of the 
ſaid 
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faid Chriſtian IV. (after the Death of Chriſtian 
Lis elder Brother ) from the Crown, and for 
ſetting up Wolmar, his younger Son, by a ſecond 
Adventure, being back'd by a great part of 


. . the Nobility, who were for Fiſhing in Troubled 


Warers, and did not queſtion but to find their 
Account in widning thoſe Domeſtick Diſlentions, 
or at lcaſt, to Aggrandize their own Power, 
'Tis true, they could not compaſs their De- 
ſign, as to the Advancement of Wolmar to the 
Throne, yer they thus far got the Point, that, 
before they wou}d receive Fredrick, III. for their 
Kmg, they reduc'd the Royal Prerogatives, as 
wall as the Condition of the Commoners into 
ſo narrow Bounds, that of the firft there was 
nothing but the bare Title left ; and the laſt 
were Excluded from al!, not excepting Mili- 
tary Employments; ſo that in the ſucceeding 
War with Sweden, it was look'd upon as the 
greateſt Novclty in the World, to ſee a Com- 
moner above the Station of a Captain in Den- 
mark; and the Nobles now began even to re- 
fuſe to Allow theſe Taxes, which of late Years, 
they had paid by way of Voluntary Contri« 

vtions, by which means the whole Burthen 
of ſupporting the Charges of the Government, 
being laid upon the Shoulders of thoſe, who 
had the leaſt Share in the Management of Af- 
fairs, and of the Profit, the Weight of it grew 
unſupportable to them, 

In the mean while, X, Fredrick. III. having 
happily ſurmounted thoſe Obſtacles, and look-

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their Aſſiſtance, at a time, when the Swediſh 
Forces were at a great diſtance, and much weaks 
ned by many Engagements againſt the Poles and 
Tartars, But Charles Guſtave, the Swediſh King 
marched his Troops with ſuch incredible Swilt- 
neſs, notwithſtanding the badneſs of the Sea- 
ſon, into Holſtein and Juland, that beſore thc 
Danes could be Re-inforced by the Dutch aud 
the reſt of. their Allies, he carricd all before 
him, and took the Fortreſs of Frederick's Vade 
by Storm: In the next following Year, 1658, 
there happening an Extraordinary Froſt, he 
marched over the Ice, firſt into the Ifle of 
Fubnen, where he ſurpriſed the Daniſh Troops, 
who little dream't of their Enemy; from 
thence taking his way over Langland, Laland, 
and Falſter, with little Oppoſition from the 
Daniſh fide, into Zealand, XK. Fredrick III. aſto- 
nilh'd at this prodigious Succeſs of the Swedes, 
occaſioned Chiefly by the Miſcarriages of his 
Daniſh Commanders, thought it the moſt pru- 
dent way to divert this imminent Danger of loſ- 
ing All by purchaſing a Peace with the Loſs of 


Part of the Kingdom ; Purſuant to which -* 


Reſolution, a Peace was Concluded at Roſhilr, 
by vertue of which the Dares ſurrendrcd to 
the Swedes, the Countrics of Hallazd, Bleckinge 
and Shozen, the Ile of Bornholm, and the Cities 
of Bahu and Drontheim in Norway ;, and the 
Duke of. Holſtcin Gorto:p, was declared indepen- | 
dent from the Crown of Denmath, But this 
Peace had ' not the deſired Effet ; for whilſt 
the Eſtates of Denmark were contendir g among 
themfelyes where to lay the Fault of the late - 
Miſcarriages, which was Chiefly attributed ro 
the Nobility; and the Emperour, Elettor of

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Brandenburgh and Hollanders, were underhand 
encouraging the Dares to renew the War with 


Sweden, as ſoon as they ſhould have quitted the

for a Pretence, that he was come to Com- 


poſe the Differences ariſen betwixt the King 
and the Nobility z he ordered his General Wran- 


cl, to attack the ſtrong Fortreſs of Cronenburgh, 


whilſt he in Perſon laid Siege to the Capital 
City of Copenhager, where he knew the Royal 
Family, greatelt part of the Nobility, and 
their Riches were encloſed. 


The Nobles findi-g themſelves and the whole Size f Cor 
Kingdom reduccd to tas Extremity, and that penhagen, 


all their Safety conliſted in the Defence of this 
City, began at thistim< of Danger to change 
their Tune, and to Court rhoſe at a high rate, 
whom they had deſpiſed and oppreiſed before ; 
they promiſed the Citiz2ns of Copenhagen a Vote 
in all publick. Conſultations, a Priviledge to 
purchaſe Lands and Lordfhips, and to enjoy 
them- with the ſame Rights as the Nobles 
d19d, and to be Burthen'd with no Taxes, un- 
leſs ſuch as the Nobllity Gid pay, and that 
not without Publick Conſent; kelid's which, 
they were to be free from all inqua::ziings of 
Souldicrs in time of Peace, and thei: Children 
to be Capable of bearing all Places of Honour 
and Profit equally with the: Neble mens Sons. 
Theſe and ſuch like Encouragements, bur eſpec- 
Clally the Preſence of thur King, who anima- 
ted his Subjetts with an incredible Conſtancy and 

Bravery 
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Bravery at all times, and in all places, where 

the danger was greaieft, had ſo powerful an in- 
fluence upon the Minds of the Inhabitants, 
that they diſputed every Inch of Ground witli 


' the Swedes, being refolved rather ro be buried 
in the Ruins of their City than to ſubmic_ 
their Necks "to a Foreign Ycak ; but their 
brave Reſolution - would perhaps have ſtood 
them in little ſtead, if the Dwtch Fleet, which 
with incredible Bravery fought their Way thro' 
the Sweediſh Men of War and ſeveral ſtrong 


Chains, that oppoſed their Paſſage, had not 
corhe very opportunely to their Relicf, which 


Ne Siege Obliged the Swediſh King, after he had in vain 


| faiſed, 


Stormed tne City, to ralle the Siege. 

The Dares ſeeing themſelves relieved from 
this Danger, which threatned the utter Deſtry- 
ion of their Monarchy, and being reinforced 
by the Imperialiſts, Poliſh and Brandenburgh Auxi- 


ne Swedes Liaries, fought the Swediſh Army with ſuch ſuc- 


Sefeatcd, 


ceſs near Iiburgh in the Iſle of Fubnes, that 
they cur off their whole [nfantry, and made moſt - 
of their Horſe Priſoners of War. There bhappen- 
ed not long, alter another ſiniſter Accident to 


the Swedes which made them lay aſide all 


- thoughts of Conquering their Neighbours ; for 


their brave King Guſtave Adolfe, happening to 
dic on the 234% of February, in the Year 1660 
they clapt up a ſadden Peace with the Poles 
at Oliva; and the Danes ſeem'd reſolv'd to 
purſue the Advantage they had got, yet by the 
Mediation of England, Frarice and Holland, 2 
Peace was concluded betwixt the two Northern 
Crowns at Copenhagen, much upon the ſame 
Conditions wich that made at Roſhzir, two years 
before, except that the Iſle of Zornholvr, and 

Drenthein 
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Dr ontheim in No-way remained in the Potleſ- 
lion of the Dares. | 

It is no difficult matter to judge that ſo 
anfortunate a War had reduced the whole 
Kingdom to a Miſerable Condition ; to redrets 
which, and to provide for the Payment of the 
Souldicrs, the King call'd together an Allembly 
of tie Eſtates towards the beginning of Octo- 
ber, which began with great Animokities, and 
conſequently with no ſinall Contelts betwixt 
the Nobility and Commons ; the lalt laying the 
Calamities ſuſtaind by the laſt War, and the 
Occaſion of their impending Danger, chielly at 
the door of the Nobles, who fitting at: the 
Helm, had by their Miſcarriages opened a door 
to the Enemy, by which to enter into the 
Heart of the K:»gdom without oppoſition ; 
On the other band the Nobles appear 'd 1o lit- 
tle concern d at the publick Calamity, that 
tho they Knew the Country exhauſted of Mo- 
ney by ſo unexpected an Invalion, they would 
not abate an Ace of their pretended Preroga- 
tives, but were reſolute to lay the whole bur- 
then of Diſcharging the Souldiers, and repair- 
ing the Lolles ſuitain'd in the laſt War upon the 
Shoulders of the two other Eſtates, to wit : 
The Commonalty and Clergy. This, I ſay, 
canſed very warm Debates ti: the Afſembly, 
thoſe, who had behaved themſelves with 10 
much Bravery in the Detence of their Capital 
City and the whole King.iom, f:aring, not with- 
out reaſon, that, atter the i a"ger was Pais d, 
they ſhould be bereaved of the fruits ot their 
Victories, and the priviledges promiſed to them 
Nn time of Imminent Danger by thole very 


Nobles, who now ſetting alide all other Conli- . 
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derations, did, according to their wonted Cy. 
ſtom, conſult more their own Grandeur thr 
the preſent exigency of Aﬀeairs. This mad

expreſſions, repreſenting to thei 12 whit mar-

Calamities the Kingdom had groan'd under, 
for theſe many years paſt; . and that the leaſt 
ſatisfattion they could make at this time, was, 
to bear an equal Share in thoſe Taxes which 
muſt of neceflity be Levied to ſupply the pub- 
lick Neceſlity, and to confirm them in thoſ{ 
Priviledges, granted. not long before, wher 
any dangerous Enterpriſes were to be underta- 
ken. The Nobles finding themſelves touchr i; 
the moſt ſenſible part, and unwilling to abate 
any thing from their former Grandeur, by ſut- 
fering theſe, whom they look'd upon no ©- 
therwiſe than their Vaſſfals, to ſpeak with { 
much Boldnefts:; made very ſevere and bitter 
Replies to the Speaker, and one Orro Crazy, 
2 Man of Grcat Authority among the Nobili- 
Ly, did not tick to tell them; Thar they be- 
ng 10 more than Slaves, ought to uſe more Reſpett 
10 the Nobility who were reſolved to maintain the 

Roi to the utmoſt, | 
Nanſon the Speaker perceiving the Commons 
to be highly offended at theſe words, by a lou'd 
Murmur which run all over the Hall, aroſc 
from his Seat, and briskly replied That 
he was well aſſured the Commons would not take 
the wame of Slaves from the Nobility, which they - 
ſhould 
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ſhould ſoon be convinced of to their Coſt, After n14 rm? 


which the Aſſembly broke up, and the Com- 
mons Marched in good order to the Brewers , 
Hall, there to conſule how to ſupprets the 
Inſolence of the Nobility, 

Nan/on then reaſſumed the former Them, 
repreſcnting to the Commons, how by the miſ-- 
management of the Nobility, who had Lord- 
ed it overthe King and People, thy were re- 
duced to thoſe Calamities, they had under- 
gone; of which he gave them ſeveral Inſtan- 
ces, which were as. yct in freſh Remembrance; 
and among the reſt, that of the Caſtle of Crc- 
nenburgh, which being the ſtrongeſt and moll 
conſiderable Fortreſs of the whole Kingdom, 


and provided with a ſufficient Garriſon and 


ſuitable Ammunition was ' furrendred by the 
three Governours ( being Daniſh Nable Men ) 
to the Swediſb General Wrangel, mecrly out of 
Fear, he having, by diſcharging his Cannon, 
and other demonſtrations of Joy, deceived 
them into a Belief, that the City of Copenhagen 
was taken by the Swediſh Army. He repreſen- 
ted to them with what an undaunted Courage 
they had fecn their King bear the publick 
Calamitics az well as hi- own, and, how of- 
ten he had expoſed his Perſon, for their Pre- 
ſervation; and therefore propoſed as the on- 
ly Means to avoid the ſame Dangers they had 
lately groan'd under, and to deliver themſelves 
from the Tyrannical Yoak of the Nobility. 
to ſettle the Crown upon the -Antienc Foun-- 
dation, by declaring the Succeſſion Heredi-- 


_ tary, and putting the AbſolJute Power of go- 


verning the Realm into the King's Hands. This

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Conſent both of the Commonalty and Cler- 
ay, the execution of it was appointed againſt 
next Morning ; the ſuper-[ntendent Swan, who 
Headed the Clergy, and Nan/on in the mean 
while communicated their Deſign to Hannibal 
'Seaſtede, then Chief Minilter of State, and a grea: 
Politician. By which means the Xing receiv 
notice of the Intenſions 6f theConmons; but ſuct: 
was his Modeſty, as to declare, that he could 


- © not but be extreamly well ſatisfied with their Re- 


ſolution of making the Succeſſion Hereditary, 
provided the Nobles could be prevailed upon 
to concur with them ; bur that he never deli- 
red to be Abſolute, nor did think it Benefici- 
al for the Kingdom, which thereby might. be . 
expoſcd to danger hereafter. 

The next Morning no ſooner appear'd, but 
the Nobles, over ſecure in their own Grandeur, 
and not in the Ieaft imagining that thole, 
whom they had been uſed to Tyrannize over 
at plcaſure, dufſt attempt a thing of ſuch a 
Nature, met, as uſval, in the Council Houſe, 
in hopes, that the Commons, after their firſt 
Heat was ſpent, would be ready to ſubmit to 
what ſhould be propos'd to them. But ſcarce 
were they centred upon the Buſineſs to be de- 
bated that day, when word was brought, that 
the Commons were Marching towards the Coun- 
cil Chamber to delire their concurrence, in 


. making an Offer to the Kirg, of a Hereditary 


and Sovereign Dominion. | 
tt is eafie to imagine, how great was their 
SurPrize In ſo nice a junCture, conſidering, c- 
ipecially that they had no leiſure to con{1lt 
what was to be done in this preſent Exigency ; 
In the mean while, the two Eſtates being _ 
c 
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ed by Nanſon, entred the Hall, where the Speak - 
er "told them in a ſhort Speech, That the Com- 
mons, after mature deliberation, how to deli- 
ver the Kingdom from the many Oppreſlions 
and Calamities it had ſuffered of late years, 
had found this the only and moſt expcdient Re- 
medy to render the Succeffion Hereditary, and to 
EnlargetheRoyal Prerogatives; That they defired 
their ſpeedy concurrence in the Matter, which 
if they refuſed, they were reſolved to do it with- 
cut them. You might have read the Surprize 
occaſioned by ſo unexpected: a Propolition in 
every Man's Face, thoſe who the day before 
had carried themſclves ſo Infolently towards 
the Commons, now looking upon one -ano- 
ther with dejeCted Countenances, finding now 
too late, that thoſe whom they had look d 
vpon as Slaves, had put themſelves in a Condi- 
tion to be their Maſters, by engaging the Court, 
Clergy and Army into their Party. In the 


midſt of thoſe Diſtraftions, the Commons inſiſt- . 


ing peremptorily upon an Anſwer, they told 
them, that what had been done by the Com- 
mons In favour of the Royal Family and the 
Publick Good, was very acceptable to them ; 


. That they were willing to concur with the 
Commons in fo good a Work, but dclired only 


ſome ſmall time, "to conlider, how to proceed 
with that Precaution, as was abſolutely requi- 
lite for the Accompliſhment of a Thing, of ſuch 
valt Conſequence. - 

Whilſt theſe Debates laſted, the Nobility had 
found means to ſend ſome Deputies to Court, 
( unknown to the Commans ) who being admit- 
red into the King's preſence, told him in the

The -.ing receiv'd this Meſſage with an unpa- 
ralleI'd Preſence of Mind, and without ſhewing 
the leaſt Alteration either in hisColntenance orA-- 
Aion,he rold rhem with a great deal of indifferen- 
cy, Thar the Offer they were come to make him, 
could nor but be very Acceptable to him, pro- 
vid-d it had been without that Limitation, by 
which the Females were excluded from the Suc- 
ceſſion z; that, if they would look back into 
their own antient Hiltortes, they could not but 
be {enſible, that the Governinent of the Females 
had nt been look'd upon by thei: Anceſtors 
Wi. the ſame eyes as they did; that this Con- 
{.deration was ſo prevailing with him, that he 
hoped, they wouid not take it amiſs, if he 
couid -not accept of their Offer art this time, 
>2:4er thoſe Reſtriftions ; not that he intended

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to preſcribe them Rules in a Caſe, which he was 
ſenlible was in their Diſpoſal, Hut adviſed them 
to take it into more ſerious Conſideration 3 
which done, he ſhould be willing to concur 
with them in any thing, which ſhould be ap- 
proved by the General Conſent of the Conven- 
tion, as conducing to the Advancement of the 
Puhlick Good. | 

This Anſwer of the King has furniſhed ſuf- 
ficient Matter to the Politicians to reflect upon 
the Conduct of the Nobility, it being agreed on 
by all hands, that, provided they had at this 
Jun&ure made a ſeaſonable Tender of an Here- 
ditary Crown, without Exclution of the Fe- 


males, and had with a Courage becoming thetr 
Grandcur, join'd with the Commons in making 


this Offer, they r1ighr for the reſt, bave ob- 
taincd what they plea>'d from the King, or at 
leaſt prevented their Ruin, by preſerving ſome 
of their Priviledges and Liherties, it being e- 
vident from the King's Anſwer, given to Hani- 
bal Seaſtede, after the firſt Intention of the Com- 
mons was known, that his Aim was not at the 
Abſolute Soveratgnty, but ( as he told the De- 
putics of the Nobility) to have the Crown 
ſertied upon the ſame Terms as it had heen en- 
joy d by his Anceſtors ; but the Nobles being 
diſtrCted with the Surprize of the ſuddenneſs of 
:he Thing, and the Conſternation occaſioned by 
the imminent Danger of parting, with their ill-

ceſs, which put them into ſuch a DiſtraCtion, 
that it was reſolv'd, to Adjourn the further De- 
bate of the Matter till next day.

King ederich Tl.after he ſaw himſelf delivered 
ir- m his Foreign Enemies by the late Peace, and 
trom the inteſtineDiviſions by tte late remarkable 
Revolution, applicd all his Care in reſtoring 
the decayed State of the Kingdom, by new mo- 
delling his Army, and putting his Frontier Pla- 
ces In a State of Defence. 1he Education of 
his eldeſt Son ©Cri/tian he committed to the Ma- 
nagement of Orro Skade, his Governour, one of 
the Senators of the Kingdom; and to the Sicur 
Matheſizs, his Tutor, atterwards Daniſh Reſident 
in the City of Dantzick. 

In the Year 1655, the ſaid Prince was by the 
States of Denmark declared Succeſſor to his Fa- 
ther Frederick in that Kingdom ; and ſoon after 
receiv'd Homage accordingly at Wiburgh in Fot- 
land: The States of No:way following their 
Example, performed the ſame in the following, 
Year 1656, at Chriſtiania, the Capital City of 


that Kingdom ; whither he was ſent in the Year

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+661 (the next after the Great RevoJution ) 
with a good Squadron of Men of War, under 
the Condudt of the then Lord Treaſurer, Hant-

dignified with the Title of an Earl, and that of 
Vice-Chancellor of Denmark, They took their 


Way by Land through the united Provinces

and the Spaniſh Netherlands, where after having 
taken a View of the Chief Cities of thoſe Pro- 
vinces, they arriv'd at Calais in F ance, towards 
the beginning of September, where being met by 
feveral Yatchs, ſent by Charles II. then King of 
England,they took the firſt Opportunity of Tran- 
BR themſelves into this Kingdom, and ar- 


riv'd fa 


ely in a few days aftcr at London, Here 


he receiv'd the Compliments of the Chiefeſt of 
the Engliſh Nobility ( being lodg'd in Exerer- 
Houſe, and defrayed at the King's Charge ) and 


having viſited both our Univer;ities, and being 
Creatci 
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created a Knight Companion of the molt Nohle 
Order of the Garter, he return'd, after a Stay 
of two Months, by the Way of Dover into 
France. here was at that time reliding in 
Paris, in the. Quality of Daniſh Amb tladour 
Extraordinary, the heforementioned Hanibal 
Scaſtede, who, had made himſelf remark15»!e by 


his Condutt in Managing the late Revolution in 


Denmark; Prince Chriſtian . was lodged in the 
{aid Amballadours Pallace, where he received 
the Viſits of all the Princes of the Blood, and of 
the Duke of Orleans, the French Kings own Bro- 
ther in particular; and before his departure 
from that City, was preſented by the King with 
2 Sword. and Belt ſet with Diamonds. After a 
ſtay of twelve Months in France, he left Pars, 
in order to purſue his Journey to Jraly, but by 
{pecial Command from his Father King Frederick, 
was ſtop't at Grenoble, to return thro' Germany. 
Among other Courts of the Princes of the 
Empire, he viſited that of Wiliam Landgrave of 
Heſſen Caſſel, where he fell in Love with that 
incomparable Princeſs Charlotta «Emilia, the 
Daughter of the ſaid Landerave; fo that after 
his return into Denmark, he would not reſt ſatis- 
fied till he had obtained his Royal Father's Con- 
ſent to Marry that Princeſs ; which Match was 
conſummated at the Royal Seat of Amalienburgh, 
pN the tenth day of May in the year 1667. 

King Frederick, III. happening to die towards 
the latter end of the year 1669. was ſucceeded 
by his eldeſt Son Chyiſtian V, who found the 
Kingdom involved in great Troubles, by reaſon 
of the 11! State of the Kingdom, quite exhavlt- 
ed by the Jate unſucceſsful Wars, and the hea- 
vy Taxes which were of Neceſlity to be laid 

upon 
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upon the People to Maintain a ſufficient Force 
zpainſt the Danger that threatned them from 
an Enemy, whoſe Power being encreaſed 
of late, by their loſſes, they had all the rea- 
ſon to Fear would for the future Improve the 


Anticnt Hatred betwixt thoſe two Northern. 


Nations, to his Advantage. For, after the 
Swedes had once - found Means to untie the 
Knot of that Union which was in former Ages 
made betwixt theſe Northern Crowns, they 
made ſnch Encroachments upon their Neigh- 


bours, as. ( by degrees) to render themſelves 


tormidaþble to all Exrope; whereas ſome Ages 
before, they were ſcarce in a Condxlon to 
Cope with Dermark_ alone. For they Wreſted 
Carelia out of the Hands of the Avuſcovires 


which ſerves them for a Bulwark on the fide 


of Finland, the like they did with the Pro- 
vinces of Ingermanland, Eſthen and Liefland, all 
very Fertile Countries, the laſt being the Gra- 
nary of Swedeland, The City of Riga, the Ca« 
pital of Ltiefland, Situate upon the River Duzna, 
being of the utmoſt Conſequence to the Swediſh 
Crown, by reaſon of its Commerce with 24«/- 
covy, Lithitana and Courland. But what is to 
be look d upon as the moſt Conſiderable of all, 
were their late Conqueſts on the ſide of Nor- 
way and Denmark ; in the firſt they kad extend- 
ed their Limits to the Mountains that divide 
that Kingdom from Sweden, by making them- 


| Jelves Malters of the two Provinces of Jemprer- 


land and Hehrendahlen, in the laſt they hac 
Guarded their Frontiers by the Conqueſt 0: 
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the Provinces of Halland, Bleckingen, Shontn, 


and Bahu; the three firit of which being Si- 
Luate on the other ſide of the Sourd, and the 
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| lat juſt above it, and conſequently Oppoſite 
to the Daniſh Shoar. The Kingdom of Sweden, 
which - formerly lay Expoſed to the Danes for 
above fifry Leagues together, has, by making 
the Sond the common tFoundary of their [36- 
minions on that fide, f:cured ir ſelf again! 
any Attempt of the Dazes, which, as the Calc 
now ſtands, cannot he undertaken thereabours 

without a vaſt Charge and great Hazard. 
The Acquilitions of the Swedes in Germany, have 
been look'd upon by ſome as of no great Conſc- 
quence to them, by rcaſon of their great diſtance, 
they being not to be ſaccourcd by that Crown, 
but by the Baltick; which occalioned a warm 
Debate:among the Swediſh Senators, at the time 
of the Weſtphaltan Treaty ; ſome among them 
| being of Opinion, that becauſe they could 
ſcarce bz maintain'd without a great deal of 
Trouble, they -would rather he a Burthen, than 
' an Advantape to them ; and aJviſed therefore, 
_ that another equivalent would turn to a much 
better Account, than thoſe remote Provinces, 
which, in time, by the Jealonſy of its Neigh- 
bourtng Princes, might entangle them in a. to- 
reign \Var, at a great diſtance trom Home. 
But thoſe who were oz: another Sentiment, urg,d. 
that they ought not to let {lip fo favourable ar 
Opportrnity to get a firm footing in the Em- 
pire, by annexing thoſe: Provinces with the 
Kingdom of Sweden, which would entitle then: 
' to a confiderable Share in the Management of 
the Affairs of Ezrope ; that by being polleſs'd o! 
the ſtrong City, and Port of IWiſnar, and the 
Maritim Citics of Fomerana, they had a fair OP- 
portunity to encreate their Naval Strength, 
and to . keep a Communication in: the Baltick. 
But 
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- But what molt of all tura'd the Fallance on the 


ide of the laſt, was, that from the Dukedom of 
Bremen, they might attack Denmark, in its molt 
ſenſible and beſt Part on the German fide, where 
the Territories of both the Northern C:towns 
are divid.d only by the River Ze. 

The Danes hail been made fſenfible of the 
Truth of this Maxim to thzir Coſt, in the late 


War ot 1657, 1653, the Smart of which was fo - 
freſh in their Memory, that King Chii/tian V. 


immediately after his Accellion to the Throne, 


made it his Chiefeſt. care to put his Military At- 


fairs into ſuch a Poſture, as to be able to Cope 
with ſo potent a Neighbour, whenever occalion 
ſhould offer ; for which purpoſe, he omitted no- 
thing which he thought might contribute to the 


Defence of the Kingdom, by railing and re- 


pairing Fortifications in all ſuch Places as were 
moſt expoſed to the Attacks of an Enemy, and 
introducing a good Martial Diſcipline among 
his Troops, under the Command of experien- 
ced and faithful Officers, þcing for the moſt 
part Germans, But there was another Obſtacle, 
which, as it was near home, ſo it was the more 
Dangerous ; This was the Jcalouſy concetv'd ar 
the Procceedings of the Duke of Hlſtein Got- 
t!rp, who owing his Soveralgnty over the Dake-

dom of S/eſwick , obtained by the Treaty of 
Rojnilr, to the Swedes, was ſuppoſed to ſtand in 
a goa2d Correſpondence with that Croyvn, the 
better to maintain himſelf in the Poſſefſion of 
It. *Tt; trne, the Dives endeavoured by piving 
one of their Princelles in Marriaze to the fa:4 
Duxe, to link him again to their Interelt-; 
vut as the Tics of Matrimony very ſeldom 
ſtand in competition with Intereſt ( eſpecially 
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among Princes) ſo this Alliance was ſo far 


from anſwering the deſired Effeft, that the 
Danes found eyery day new Matter of ]calouſy 
at the Duke's Proceedings, which at lalt broke 
out into a Rupture, which is not compolcd to 
this day; And theſe Domcſtick Diviſions have- 
ing been in agitation for above theſe twenty 
Years laſt palt, and are at this time the Chief 
Entertainment of Europe, we will trace its O- 
rigin in the following Chapter.

Of the Origin of the Differences betwixt 
Denmark, and the Houſe of Holltein 
Gottorp. * |

O ſearch to: the root of thoſe Differences, 
we muſt go back ns far as the Year 1449 


when Chriſtian 1. Earl of Oldenburgh and Del- - 


menhorſt, being elected King of Denmark and 
Norway, ( and afterwards likewiſe of Sweden ) 
Adolph his Uncle by the Mother-ſide, was Duke 
of Sleſmick and Earl of Holſtein, the firſt being 
a Ficf of the Crown of .Denmark., at leaſt five 
hundred Years before, the laſt a Fief of the Em- 
pire. Adolph dying without Ifue, King Ch71- 
tian, ſucceeded him both in Sleſwick, and Hol- 
ſtein, and he dying in the Year 1481, left two 
Sons behind him, Fohn, who ſucceeded him 1n 
the Northern Kingdoms, and Frederick , who 
was afterwards ele&ted King of Denmark, in- 
Itead of the depoſed King Chriſtian Il. Son to 
King Jchn. After the Death of King Chriſtian I. 
Dorothy of Brandenburgh, his Queen Relict, being 


a very Politick Woman, who had a moſt powerful 


Influence upon the Eſtates of thoſe Dukedoms,and 
being extreamly fond of her younger Son, Pro- 
poſed to the ſaid Eſtates, that by vertuec of a

Fobn the elder Brother, at te Aſſembly of the 
Eſtates in the City of Kz1, repreſented to them 
that his Mothers Demand in bchalf of his 
younger Brother Frederick, was direQly oppo :tc 
to the Ferdarory Laws both of Denmark and the 
Empire, by vertue of which the cldeſt Son 1144 
an unqueltionable Right of Snccelſion, whit i 
had been conſiirmed by the Prattice of many Ages. 
He alledged, and not without great Realon, 
Thar the Northern Crowns being then elcctive, 
it by a inore powerful larereſt, or any other 
Siniſter Accident, his Poſterity ſhould be exclu- 

ded from theſe Crowns, they would be leſt de- 


ſtitute, whilſt the younger Houſe enjoyed the 


Inheritance of Great and plentiful Territories. 
Theſe Reaſons, founded upon true Matter of 
Fact, wrought ſo powerfully upon the Eitates 
( who before were for excluding Job from the 
Succeiſion ) that to ſati-fie in ſome meaſure the 
juit Demands of the eldelt brother, and to ſhew 
their Patton tor the younger, and the Queen 
his Mother, thcy pitch d vPon this Expedient, to 
divide the ſaid two Dukedoms, Share - and ſhare 
alike, betwixt thz two Brothers. But the 
ſondamental Conltitution, being bullt upon this 
Bottom, that they ſhould tor ever remain entire, 
without being divided or diſnembred, the ſaid 
Diviſion was made under certain Conditions ol 

a perpetual Common and Union, of which we 
ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak frequently here- 


aficr. 
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Duke Federick, being after the Depolition of 
11s Nephew King Chriſiizn ll. Elected &Kzg, the 
' tWO Dutchies of Sleſwick and Holſt en were 1C- 
United with the-Crown of Dermark,, and the 
States being by this Time made Sentible of the 
Inconveniences ariſen from this Diviſion, (tho' 
under the ſtriteſt Union that could be) obtained 
from the ſaid King EF ederick,, immediately after 
his Acceſſion .to the Throne, to Sign an Act, 
confirmed by his Oath, That thoſe Dutchies 
ſhould for ever after b2 one inſeparable entire 
Pody. But his Son and Succeſſor King Chriſtian 
II. a Prince, who had a great deal of Tenderne!s 
for his younger Brothers, did, notwithſtanding 
this, fall into the ſame Error; and in the Year 
1544, make another Divition of thoſe two 
Dukedoms betwixt kimſelft and his two Bro- 
thers, John and Avolph; the youngeſt of all, 
whoſe Name was Freatrich,, being provided for 
by ſeveral good Eccletiaſtical Benefices, 21%. with 
the Eiſhopricks of Hild:ſheim and Sleſwick, ; be- 
tides that, he was Co-adjutor to the Archbiſhop 
of Bremen: and Jcha the ſecond of the Bro- 
thers happening to die not long after without 
Ilye, his Share was azain divided betwixt King, . 
Chriſtian ]II. and his Brother Adolph, the Foun- 
der of that Branch of the Family, which is call-

This Union was Confirmed, Enlarg'd and Ex- 
plain'd in the Year 1623, betwixt Christian IV.

conteſs'd, that he was Endowed with all Qu2- 
lifcations, becoming a King ; but withal « 

4-4: an Unmeaſurable Amhition, and whoſe Dctizns 
e _ were as great as evcr any of the greateſt Hero s 
{ vw. Of Antiquity : To confirm which, I cannot paſs 
by in ſilence, what Monſieur Telon, who was 
Ambaſlladour of the French King to both the 
Nortiern Crowns, about that time, ſays in his 
Memoirs concerning Charles Guſtave King of 
Sweaen, who ſpeaking one day of Denmark, and

It would be both too tedious, and beyond our 
preſent Purpoſe to enter upon the Particulars of 
this War, the only Matter of Moment, 
worth our taking Notice of, being, that it end-

The Danes, who look'd upon theſe Conditi- 
ons as too cxorbirant, refuling to hearken to 
thoſe Propolitions ; the K. of Sweden; whoſe In- 
terelt it was, by encouraging the Duke in his 
Demands, to link him the more firm to his Par- 
ty, and render the Breach betwixt Denmark, and 
Holſtein irreparable, did refuſe to withdraw his 
Troops out of the Territories of the K. of Den- 
mark, before the Duke had receiv'd SatisfaCtion ; 
Nay, the Duke's Commiſlioners d1d not ſtick to 
tell the Daniſh Miniſters in plain Terms, that 
they had Orders in their Pockets, directed to 
the Swediſh Generals, to re-commence the War, 
if they refuſed any longer to comply with tnoſe 
Conditions; ſo, that the Dares, ro rid their 
hands from ſuch unwelcome Gueſ's, ſaw them- 
ſelves under an abſolute Necellity of granting 
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tothe Duke of Holſtein the delired Soveraignty 7s Sever 
( without prejudice, however, to the antient [7/7507 
Unon) the talliage of Swabſtede, and the Re- o xatein 
vennes of the Chapter of Sleſwick; belides ſome

And it was at this junCture, 
that Duke Frederick, of Holſtein gave new Mat- 
ters of Complaint to the Danes, in aQing 
contrary to that Neutrality he had before 
made the Foundation-ſtone of his late Tranli- 
actions; there are, beſides others, two remark- 
able Inſtances given of it, which, as they arc 
Notorious beyond Contradiction in thoſe Parts, 
ſo, by reaſon of ſeveral remarkable Circum- 
ſtances, which attended the firſt, deſerve a place 
in theſe Memoirs. | 

It is therefore to be obſcrved, that after King 
Charles Guftave had taken a Reſolution 'to finilh 
the Conquelt of Denmark by the taking of the Ci- 
ty of Copenhagen, hc feared, not without rea- 
ſon, that the Allies of Denmark might March 
to its Relief, before he could be Malter of a 
Place, which in all likelihood would defend 
its ſelf to the laſt Extremity; As he had ta- 
Ken all the imaginable Precautions to prevent 
Lic coming of any Succours by Seca, by ſend- 
Ing a good Flect into the Soxnd, and Barrica- 
ding that Paſſage with ſtrong Chains, ſo the

The Pre- 
lates, Nobility and Cities, not exceptc thic Ci- 
ty of Sleſwick it ſelf, the ordinary Reſidence of

The Charadter of Kjne Chriſtiin V. hi: 
Court , with ſome other Matters relating 
to his Perſon, and the Rojal Family. 


HE good Qualities of this Prince were 
ſuch as deſerve to be rank'd amongſt the 

beſt our Age has produced; As the preceding 
Sheets do ſufficiently convince us, that his whole 
Genius was bent upon Action, fo even his E- 
nemies cannot deny, but that in the exccution 
of his Deſigns, he ſhew'd as much Perſonal 
Courage as could haye been expetted from a 
private Man. Of this he gave frequent demon- 
ſtrations in his Wars with Sweden, when he al- 
ways appeared at the Head of his Army's, and 
by his own Example animated them to doing 
well: In the Attack made upon the City Ham- 
borough, he expoſed his Perſon ſo near to the 
Enemies Shot, that ſeveral Perſons of Note, 
who attended him, were ſlain by his fide. 
There are few, I believe, who can deny, that 
his Condutt in that War, was anſwerable to his 
Courage, the whole deſign againſt a too Potent 
neighbouring Enemy, - being Sanced upon the 
deepeſt Reaſons of State, the fruits of which 
Denmark might have reap'd to its great Advan- 
tage, if the Dutch by clapping up a ſeparate 
Peace with France at Nimeguen, had not frultrat- 


ed the Deſigns of their King.

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He waz a Prince of ſingular Allability ang 


jicaſt appearance of Pride, bing both Beloved 
and Reverenc'd by his People, who, unanimouſ- 
ty agree in this, that during the whole Covrſc 
of his Reign, he never abut.d his Abſolute 
Power; and ſuch was Its Allability, that even 
when he dined in Publick, he would fit dow; 
n0t only with his Quecn, Children and Rclati- 
ons, but alſo with his Miniſters and Gcnael 
Officers.

tions ; This place being ſituate upon the Bar. 
Ucrs bctwixt Sleſwick and H.lſtcnm, on the Rive;

The due obſervance of the Treatics of the 
North and Glucktaat, and of what ſince has been

by the Judgment of the Court of Unions. 

Many more Obſervatians might be made up- 
on thoſe Propoſitions, but as moſt of them 
have a near relation to what has been ſaid be- 
fore; ſo we will only alledge here ih a few 
words, what the Danes reply ro the Allegation 
of the Treaty of Gluckstadr, fo often mention- 
ed in the Duke's Propolitions : 

They ſay that this Treaty ( containing the 
- Preliminaries of the Marriage-Contract betwixt 
the Daughter of King Frederick III. and the late 
Duke) feveral Tranfgrefiions made on that 
Duke's ſide, were thereby buried in eternal 
Oblivion, without inſiſting upon every particu-= 
lar, which onght not to be drawn into Con- 
ſequence to the Prejudice of His Daniſh Maje- 
ſty ; it being eſpecially provided for in the ſaid 
Treaty, that all the Antiene Unions ſhould re- 
main in their full force and vigour. 
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
